Aboard Ship, Sunday Morning, May 14, 1944. 

I will try to give you a review of the last two weeks, and a pic- 
ture of life aboard ship, as we live it. I went back to the ship short- 
ly after I last talked to you by phone. We were tied up in the Navy 
Yard in that City, and not at a commercial pier. The Navy Yard 
crews worked straight from from 8 A. M., when we arrived, until 
about 4 A. M. the next morning (4 hours after I got back, to the ship) 
at loading our special cargo. Their efficiency and speed certainly in- 
creased my respect for U. S. Navy. The next morning we left our 
dock and moved out into the harbor, where we anchored to wait for 
the convoy to collect. We were most fortunate, because the convoy 
was nearly ready to go, and, as a matter of fact, did get under way 
early the next morning, which was the day of the week after the day 
on which my birthdav happened to fall this year. You can see that 
there was very little delay experienced in actually setting sail for our 
ultimate destination, and for all of us this was exactly as we would 
wish it. There is a general feeling of impatience to arrive and begin 
driving, with the thought, of course, that that may hasten the end 
' and the time when we may get home. 

In my last letter I told you of our comfortable quarters, and the 
good food. I can only add that both have continued good or better 
and it is turning out to be a most enjoyable cruise. At first it was 
most unpleasant for me to be inactive, and I was somewhat miser- 
able. Now I enjoy it, and will probably be a loafer for the rest of my 
life. Last Friday was a typical day, so let me tell you just how it 
went: , , , 

George, the steward, wakened me at 7.30 and I quickly dressed 
and went down to breakfast, having fruit juice, cereal, and delicious 
steak, f Mashed potatoes, too, but I don't eat them for breakfast). 
Then I went on watch from 8 till 12. This is submarine and enemy 
aircraft watch which we boys stand, four hours a day in three shifts: 
8 to 12, 12 to 4, and 4 to 8. There are two of us on watch at a time, 
one each at the port and starboard Oerlikon Anti-aircraft gun on the 
bridge. At 12 I "got relief" and went down to dinner at 12.30. We 
had, as I remember it, soup, roast chicken, several vegetables (not 
green) and pastry of some kind for dessert, and an orange, and tea, 
the omnipresent. After dinner I borrowed a play from John Hobbs, 
called "The Voice of the Turtle" and read it. You probably remem- 
ber that it was in Philadelphia a short time ago, and is now in New 
York. Margaret Sullivan, Audrey Christie, and a man whose name I 
r!on't remember, play in it. It's undoubtedly a grand play to see. but 
was fine reading also. My reading is done stretched out on my bunk, 
propped up on pillows, in sheer luxury. Well, to continue "My Day" 
—At about the time the play was finished we had gun practice. One 
of our escort ships dropped three floats in the water, and as the mer- 
chant ships in our column passed them they fired at them for prac- 
tice. It was the first experience for most of us at seeing actual guns 
firing and hearing shells whistle, and most exciting. We did not .fire 
our Oerlikons, but in an actual air attack some of the Field Service 
men would fire them, or load. We have gun crews picked, and of 
course I am itching to get a shot at something. The gun has a maga- 
zine which holds 60 shells, and these can all be fired in 10 seconds. 
There are a number of these guns aboard, plus some larger ones, and 
you can be sure we would make it hot for any attacker from the air. 
After gun practice we had Evening Tea, at 5.30. This inevitably con- 
sists of three meat or fish courses with bread, butter, marmalade and 
tea. After tea we had a session of first-aid, our first. This was de- 
voted to demonstrating the use of the traction splint on the leg. in- 
asmuch as our two veterans say this is very often needed in the field. 
(After this we had a good time playing "The Game." My side won, 
of course, but the team is not as good as the Miller-Hutchinson-Cook 
male team. This was the first time we had played this, and I thought 
the boys would like it as a substitute for hearts. They did like it, and 
we probably will play it frequently). After the game I had a snack, 
consisting of a dish of canned cherries, a couple of sandwiches, sweet 
pickles,-and a cup of tea. Then to- bed at -about -midnights *-, 

That was a typical day. You probably wonder what happened 
to the three in between meals that I mentioned in my last letter. 
The truth of the matter is that I found that I was eating too much 
with no exercise, so now only have three meals per day, with a before 
bed snack. Our mess stewards are really grand fellows, and they al- 
ways leave something in the serving pantry for late nibbles, plus tea 
which is always in the kettle. Just imagine, if you can, what it takes 
for these snacks for 11 growing boys, several of whom seem to be af- 
flicted with tapeworm. 

I know you are wondering if I have been seasick, so here is the 
truth of the matter. During our first three days out I took (Emma's) 
darn pills and wondered when I would be sick. Consequently I was

Canning Exhibit 

Pressure Cooker Is 
Available For Use 
In Homes . 



The Gladwyne Canning Com- 
mittee, organized last year with 
Mrs. Frank B. Foster as chairman, 
wishes to call attention to the fact 
that the pressure cooker purch- 
ased last summer is again avail- 
able for use in homes.

While it has not yet been decid- 
ed whether the Committee will 
hold another canning exhibit this 
year, it might be of interest to 
home canners to know something 
of tn'e rules followed by judges in 
these contests. Based on 100 
points, the canned product is 
judged as follows: 

Appearance: 30 points — 10 
points for color, 10 points for 
clearness and 10 points for pack. 

Container: 10 points. This in- 
cludes its appropriateness, neat- 
ness, and the cleanness of the 
outside of the jars. Also in this 
connection the label is studied — 
whether it is uniform, suitable, 
well-placed, and neat. 

Quality of contents: 60 points. 
Where the jars to be judged are 
not open foi tasting, this is the 
most difficult part of the problem.

TOWN MEETINGS ARE HEALTHY IF THEY 
CLING TO THEIR PURPOSE 

Nothing is healthier in the local body politic than town 
meetings springing up like mushrooms overnight. All the speech- 
making and searching tends to clear a political atmosphere that 
had become murky with complacency. 

One of the great dangers is that as soon as such a group 
shows vitality it is appropriated to pull someone else's chestnuts 
out of the fire. 

Couched in legal sounding phrases, without explanation or 
qualification, the resolution of a Rosemont group against dual 
public office holding sounds impressive. Whether they are pull- 
ing someone else's chestnuts out of the fire or whether they are 
misleading the voters remains to be seen. 

Let us deal in realities. 

The hidden threat in dual offica holding, whether public or 
private, is that the chief source of a man's income will influence 
the decisions he makes on behalf of the taxpayers. Thus, we 
might say, a township commissioner will keep his eye on his 
bread and butter when making border line decisions. 

The Rosemont dual-job resolution is pointed at the fact 
that two Lower Merion Township commissioners hold appointive 
positions in the Montgomery County government and a third 
commissioner holds an elective office. 

Unless a man is a playboy or retired he must have some 
other means of livelihood to sustain him in the position of town- 
ship commissioner. From such a source of livelihood stem other 
interests and influences. Some of these influences, as local his- 
tory has proven, are inimical to the public's welfare. Yet, they 
say, a man must earn a living. 

On the board of commissioners there have been railroad 
men, brokers, attorneys, undertakers, manufacturers and repre- 
sentatives of all kinds of trades and professions. A railroad man 
has his responsibilities,, his cronies, his way of life and his 
habits of thought just as much as an employe of State or county 
governments. 

If you wanted to stir up an argument against the Rose- 
mint resolution passers you might even point out that the man 
drawing his chief livelihood from a government job is pro- 
tested against the evils of one-sided decisions that often harass 
the private enterprise man. Also, the man with a government, 
job devotes his entire time to government matters which gives 
him both background and training for a public office. 

Pecuniary pursuits do not necessarily qualify men for public 
office and constant harping on a business administration is most- 
ly good sounding campaign talk. What business people — 
bankers, manufacturers, attorneys, doctors, etc. — never seem to 
grasp is that government and politics is a business in itself. 

Outside of a few shining lights, here and there, it would be 
distortion to credit all the outstanding features of Lower Merion 's 
township government to the township commissioners who have 
successively administered its affairs. Lower Merion's chief asset 
through the years has been a healthy tax income that enabled 
the township to hire some of the best department heads and 
executives in the government business. 

If the Rosemont group re-examines this question they will 
find that personal integrity and ability, vested in township com- 
missioners, are the best safeguards against outside political and 
business influences. Also, wise political organizations and busi- 
ness concerns don't attempt to tamper with decisions of public 
officials. 
- Neither do office holders listen to cloak room whispers.

A few words about the weather: It was calm at the beginning 
of the trip., then we had about a week of a very high wind, the trade 
wind. This blew perpetually out of the North and East and made a 
sweater welcome. Along with, the wind came fairly high waves and 
lots of salt spray, but no storm, of course. For the last couple of days 
the sea has been like a mill pond, with only a light breeze stirring, 
and beautiful cloud formations, sunsets, etc. It has teen really a 
-privilege to stand watch and thus be forced to look for four hours at 
the sea and sky. 

Traveling in convoy is necessarily slow, but I am very glad to 
make at least one trip this way, because it is fascinating, really. There 
are about as many ships, including escorts, in this convoy, as four 
times my age. There is a good deal of signalling back and forth 
among the ships. (Boy Scout stuff with flags and lights since radio 
is taboo) and a lot of scurrying about among the escort. It is all new 
and thrilling, and yet through it all it is in dead earnest. During the 
last few days we have had several practice alerts and boat drills, and 
two which were not practice. They turned out to be false alarms, 
fortunately, but you never can tell when a sub or eneniy plane will 
turn up. We wear our Mae West life jackets practically all the time, 
at least carrying them the rest. Other precautions are never to close 
the doors of our cabins, since they are liable to jam shut if we are 
torpedoed, we carry our vital papers and wallets all the time, either 
sleep in our clothes or have them ready to jump into at night, and 
have a small bag packed in case we should have time to pick it up. 

It is interesting to talk to the crew members, and to hear some 
of their experiences. I don't believe there is a man aboard who has 
not been torpedoed at least once, and one boy I know has been eight 
times. Our first officer, a Mr. Germany by the way, was torpedoed 
in the Indian Ocean on his last voyage, and his ship went down in V/ 2 
minutes. They were in the water for about and hour and then found 
a life raft. They had not had time to radio their position after being 
hit, but the sub surfaced and came alongside and asked if they had 
don so. When they said no, Jerry did it for them, and soon a Cata- 
lina Plying Boat picked them up. In this case the sub Commander 
was a sort of present day Count Von Luckner. We certainly can't give 
the men of the Merchant Marine too much credit, both American and 
British, because their's has been a really hazardous job. It is not so 
bad now but a year or so ago they had an extraordinarily high rate of 
loss. But don't worry about me because we are well convoyed, and 
the worst that could happen if we were hit would be loss of equip- 
ment, because there are plenty of ships to pick us up. Besides when 
you get this you will know that we arrived safely. 

Our chief occupations aboard ship, aside from eating, sleeping, 
standing watch and taking naps, are reading, hearts, "The Game," 
bridge (four of us play of the eleven, and often one of the ship's of- 
ficers will make a fourth), and deck tennis. This deck tennis is 
something new. Day before yesterday we made a few rings of rope, 
found the only small clear space of deck, and set up an improvised 
net. We had an afternoon of good fun, only losing two rings over- 
board. I will have to admit that I am a little stiff, too, from it. To- 
day it has started to rain, so no tennis till tomorrow. 

It is now late afternoon, by the way. I was interrupted this 
morning at about eleven, and then had to go on watch from 12 till 4 
P. M. During my watch it rained hard for about an hour — enough to 
get good and wet. Then the sun came out, and dried me out, so 
everything is fine. It looks like rain again now. It is surprising how 
many interruptions there are. Someone is always dropping in to 
talk, and we really cover a wide range of subjects. Geography is, of 
course, often the topic, and conjecture about our disposition and duties 
in Italy. From what we learn from Hobbs and Murphy we probably 
will have ambulances within a few days of our arrival at AFS head- 
quarters, and be on active duty. That day can't come to© soon to 
suit me now. 

6:30 P. M., May 14. 

We just had a most interesting event aboard, so I will have to 
write you a postscript and tell you all about it. One of our men, 
Herb Merris, has been suffering from a cold, sore throat, earache, etc., 
for the last week, and has not responded to the ministrations of the 
steward, our amateur physician. This morning, therefore, we sig- 
nalled one of the escort and asked for medical advice. They made 
some suggestions, but this afternoon at 4.30 he was no better. The 
escort vessel, a destroyer escort, of the U. S. Coast Guard, therefore 
decided that they had better take 'Herb aboard their ship where the 
doctor could see him. This was accomplished this evening, and was 
one of the most interesting things so far in the trip. 

First of all the destroyer came alongside us and throttled down 
until they were traveling at just the same speed that we were. We. 
of course, did not slow down nor lose our position. They were two 
or three hundred feet away, and moving right along beside us. You 
could see the American sailors all along the side of their vessel — it 
seemed to be black with them — and it was pretty nice to see Ameri- 
cans again, too. 

Next they fired a small line over to us, with a special gun. Then 
we pulled over a larger rope with the small line, and finally a two 
inch cable with the rope. Then we made fast the cable to the top 
of our mast, and they sent a breeches-buoy across on a pulley on the 
cable. There was a rope attached to the breeches-buoy, so we could 
pull it over to us, and they had one attached from the destroyer so 
they could pull it back. All we had to do, then, was load Herb into 
the breeches-buoy, which are like short pants, and swing him over the 
side. The Americans then pulled him across, and before you could 
say Pork Chop he was probably in bed being attended by the doctor. 

It sounds easy, but anyone of a thousand things could have hap- 
pened: For example, the boats had to be kept even, and not swing 
closer together or he would have been dippd into the water, and 
everything had to be timed perfectly. To make it more difficult, it 
was raining hard, and the sea was not so calm as it has been for the 
past day or two. It certainly made us proud of the way the Coast 
Guard did the job, and also of the way our English sailors did their 
part on our ship. 

In typical American fashion someone aboard the destroyer was 
photographing the whole event with flash bulbs, and we expected a 
Life reporter, to interview us any minute. Seriously, you might see 
the pictures somewhere, and it would be dandy publicity for the AFS 
if they were published. 

One of our men, Bob Glasser, is a bom clown. He is 40 years old, 
a politician from Chicago, looks, dresses and acts like Ed Wynn. 
After the transfer he was marching up and down the deck imitating 
a full military band playing Columbia, Gem of the Ocean and shout- 
ing "Those Are Our Boys — God Bless America." It's a good thing 
some of the English have a sense of humor. I suppose it's bad enough 
for us to come on board and practically eat them out of house and 
home. TOM.

NEW PRICES ON FOOD 

Retail prices for snap beans, under new ceilings, are expected 
to be from 16 to 18 cents per pound during June, while field grown 
cucumbers will sell for 9 to 10 cents from June 16 through June 30, 
OPA announces. Hothouse cucumbers will sell for about 22 cents 
per pound. For the remainder of June, prices on early 1944 potatoes 
will be increased about y 4 cent a pound in all States except California 
and Arizona. Cabbage ceilings range from 3.9 cents a pound. Ef- 
fective June 17 retail prices on fresh fish and seafood will be re- 
duced from one to three cents a pound. 

ROUND - UP 

Farmers bought and accepted early delivery of the largest ton- 
nage of commercial fertilizers and fertilizer materials in the Nation's 
history during the last 12 months, the War Food Administration 
says, thus enabling plants to keep working at the capacity permitted 
by available labor and also avoiding a critical shortage of fertilizers 
on farms . . . Ration certificates issued for purchase of men's rubber 
boots and rubber work shoes are now good indefinitely, OPA says 

. Householders should fill their coal bins during the Summer 
months because the shortage of motor trucks and drivers for dis- 
tributing coal is expected to reach a critical stage by the beginning 
of the coal season, the Office of Defense Transportation advises . . . 
On July 1, nearly 100,000 cadet nurses from the 1,064 approved 
schools of nursing will celebrate the first birthday of the U. S. Cadet 
Nurse Corps . . . Candy production of more than 2>/i billion pounds 
reached an all-time high in the TJ. S. last year, according to the De- 
partment of Commerce ... No large-scale resumption of bicycle 
production will be possible until the war in Eurbpe has been brought 
to a successful conclusion WPB says . . . Carry-over of feed grains 
at the end of the present feeding year probably will be the smallest 
lor any year since 1937, the Bureau of Agricultural Economics pre- 
dicts ... A new type of cotton-gauze bandage, developed in a De- 
partment of Agriculture laboratory, tends to fit and cling better 
than ordinary gauze and it allows greater freedom of movement in 
bandaged joints, the Department of Agriculture reports. 
INVASION CUTS CIVILIAN SUPPLIES 

Recent shortage of many civilian supplies may be attributed to 
military demands of the forces of liberation. Examples are radio 
tubes and parts, gasoline and oil. In spite of a radio manufacturing 
output over 10 times as great as pre-war, military demands for radio 
tubes and repair parts have increased. This explains why civilians 
are finding it hard to get these items, the War Production Board 
says. Every military plane has radio equipment, some as much as 
$100,000. A five-month supply of 100-octane aviation gasoline is 
required for each of the 11,000 planes backing up Allied liberation 
forces, the Petroleum Administration for War reports. Heavy and 
imperative demands for oil by General Eisenhower as early as last 
Winter almost made New York, Boston and Philadelphia the first 
indirect invasion casualties. Increased production by East Coast 
refineries, the "Big Inch" and "Little Big Inch" pipelines, and emer- 
genccy deliveries helped avert civilian shortages of oil and gas in 
the East.

JUST A VOICE OF THE PEOPLE 

RATION BOARD ANSWER 

June 20. 1944 
Dear Writer: 

1. We sympathize with the 
sentiments expressed and regret 
the circumstances which prompt 
such a letter. We take every pre- 
caution possible to prevent them. 
However, our hands are complete- 
ly tied unless the writer is willing 
to give us the facts upon which 
to conduct an investigation if he 
writer is unwilling to stand behind 
the charges he makes. Everyone 
has our guarantee that his name 
will be held in entire confidence 
bv the board. 

2. Substantially, the regula- 
tions outlined in this letter are 
correct. Public transportation 
must be used where available, un- 
less a full car pool is maintained. 
The conditions are supposed to be 
determined by the Plant Trans- 
portation Committee and in most 
instances their certifications are 
reliable. There are. however, a 
few unfortunate exceptions. More- 
over, there are certain exceptions 
to the use of public transporta- 
ion. such as odd and irregular 
hours or physical disability which 
precludes riding on buses and 
trains. Even where certification 
is made, the board does not nec- 
essarily issue gasoline and in all 
cases, it makes a serious effort to 
get at the facts. 

As for the women who drive 
with "B" and "C" stickers, there 
are several explanations which 
might exonerate the conscientious 
driver. 

1. Every car has an "A" book 
regardless of any other ration is- 
sued. This gives 120 miles per 
month and a driver could be using 
her car in an entirely legitimate 
way. 

2. Certain women who do vol- 
unteer war work are issued small 
rations to cover distance from 
their homes to work or to the 
nearest public transportation. '
